REMARKS 

Applicant has amended claim 17 to correct a typographical error. 
Claim 17 has been amended as follows: 

17. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[1]] 14, further comprising: 
creating an association between the script and the graphical program; 
locking the association between the script and the graphical program, wherein 
said locking prevents user editing of the graphical program. 

The phrase "the script" in claim 17 lacked antecedent basis due to a typographical 
error. Thus, Apphcant has amended claim 17 to depend from claim 14. 

Applicant respectfully notes that this Amendment is filed after Notice of Appeal 
and prior to the date a brief is filed pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §41.37. Applicant respectfully 
believes that this Amendment is entitled to entry under the standards set for in MPEP 
§1207.
